HARRY DAUGHERTY 

DISCLOSES COOLIDGE 
TOOK SECOND OATH 

Harding’s Attorney - General 


Doubted Validity of One Ad-— 
ministered by Father. 


Harry M. Daugherty, former At- 
torney-General, says in his book, 
“The Inside Story of the Harding 
Tragedy,” that President Coolidge 
took the oath of office a second 
time, on Daugherty’s advice, when 
he reached Washington after Pres- 
ident Harding's death in August, 
1923. The oath was first admin- 
istered to him by his father, John 
C. Coolidge, a notary public, in his 
home in a Vermont’ village. 

“I had grave doubts of the legal- 
ity of this oath,’’ Daugherty writes. 
“I asked Solicitor-General James 
M. Beck for his opinion. He de- 
clared he did not believe the oath 
administered (by John Coolidge) 
was valid. I called on the Presi- 
dent, read him Beck's memoran- 
dum, and advised that such a’ sit- 
uation might cause trouble if ques- 
[tion should be raised as to one of 
his official acts. He was very much 
surprised. 

“I ,sent for Judge A. A. Hoeh- 
ling, justice of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia. He was 
in Atlantic City on his vacation. He 
came the next day, met the Pres- 
ident in thé White House at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and ad- 
ministered the required “oath. I 
| asked Judge Hoehling to say noth- 
| ing about the matter, and no pub- 
lication of the fact was ever made.”

Oil Discovered on Surface

PORTLAND, England, Jan. 
Tappings under the water were de- 
fected today by the destroyer 
Thruster on its listening apparat- 
us, and the rescue flotilla, looking 
for the sunken submarine WN-2, 
spurred its operations as night fell. 

The British admiralty announced 
that divers were attempting to 
reach an object discovered in the 
English Channel but that the pos- 
sibility of saving the lives of the 
crew of the submarine was ‘‘almost 
beyond hope.” The statement 
failed to deter rescue efforts, how- 
ever, and they continued at the 
greatest pace since the search first 
begun Tuesday night. 

A group of naval vessels clus- 
tered around the scene as dark- 
ness came and three divers had 
been sent down, although none had 
succeeded in reaching an obstruc- 
tion found earlier in the day.

Lifting Appartus Sent. 

Four huge cylinders suitable for 
lifting a sunken submarine to the 
surface were ordered rushed from 
Portiand to the spot where the oil 
patch was discovered, first by the 
destroyer Sabre. 

The Sabre had dropped anchor 
near the spot where an obstruction 
to the sweep had been encountered 
when a large quantity of oil began 
to come to the surface. It was 
thought that if the M-2 were be- 
neath that spot the oil might have 
been deliberately released in order 
to show its position. 

The water is 18 fathoms deep 
at that spot. Diving operations 
were begun immediately but the 
first man to go down was unable 
to reach bottom. He was hauled 
up and a second man descended. 

Another obstruction was found 
by the destroyer Thruster this 
morning at a spot about two miles 
from Abbotsbury. When the de- 
stroyer’s drag was brought to the 
surface it was bent and marked 
with paint. 

New Hope for 60 Men, 

These developments renewed 
hope that some of the 60 man on 
the sumbarine might be alive and 
could be rescued. 

Virtually the entire flotilla of 
the British navy which was 
searching for the M-2, which sank 
Channel Tuesday, 
was moved to a location today 
eight miles from the spot previous- 
ly searched. 

Although hope for rescue of the 
60 members of the submarine’s 
crew was almost given up because 
the time limit of the supply of

WARRANTS ISSUED 
AGAINST THE HEAD 
OF ALTON ASYLUM 


\Dr. J. C. Stewart Indicted 
at Edwardsville for Mal- 


feasance and Larceny by. 
Public Officer. 


Warrants were issued today at 
Edwardsville against Dr. J. C. 
Stewart, superintendent of the Al- 
ton State Hospital for the Insane, 
charging larceny by a public offi- 
cer, malfeasence in office and lar- 


ceny. They are based on  indict- 
ments returned yesterday by the 
Madison County grand jury. 

The indictment charging larceny 
by a public officer alleges Dr. 
Stewart, converted to his own use 
money, furniture, food supplies, 
shrubs and household effects. A 
count in the indictment alleges 
some of the conversion was accom- 


named. The name of Rodney H. 
Brandon of Springfield, director of 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare, appears on the indictment 
as a witness. 

The larceny indictment is direct- 
ed also against Dr. Stewart’s wife, 
and refers to the taking of drap- 
eries and other household effects, 
valued at $900. 

The indictment for malfeasance 
in office alleges Dr. Stewart “‘ma- 
licilously and willfally” failed to 
properly preserve and use the 
property of ths institution entrust- 
ed to his care. The indictments al- 
lege the offenses charged occurred 
during the last two years. 

Dr. Stewart did not comment on 
the indictments other than to as- 
sert his innocence of the charges 
incorporated in them. He said that 
William Walker and Mary Walker, 
who appea: as witnesses with 
Brandon on some of the _  indict- 
ments, were former employes of 
the hospital, who were transferred 
to another institution several 
months ago. Walker was dining- 
room supervisor, he said. 

Dr. Stewart, who was appointed 
to the superintendency of the hos- 
pital by Gov. Emmerson more than 
two years ago, receives a salary of 
$4200 a year and maintenance. 
In addition to the witnesses 
named on the indictments, about 
°5 employes of the institution, in- 
cluding Dr. Stewart's secretary, ap- 
peared before the grand jury. The 
investigation, State’s Attorney 
Bohm said, was scheduled original- 
ly to have been conducted by the 
October grand jury, but a press of 
other bills necessitated holding it. 
over for the January grand jury 
which was dismissed yesterday, 
subject to recall. The grand jurors 
visited the hospital in the course 
of their inquiry. 

Brandon said at Springfield to- 
day that his department would con- 
duct an immediate investigation to 
determine ‘“‘whether there is any 
merit in the charges.” He ex- 
pressed confidence in Dr. Stewart's 
honesty.

RANGE SAYS GERMANY 
PAID $1,814,000,000 


Less Than Half What Berlin 
Declares Paris Has Received 
in Reparations. 


By the Associxted Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 28.—Since the end 
of the war Germany has paid 
France reparations totaling 8,151,- 
030,570 gold marks ($1,314,072,- 
132), Finance Minister Flandin in- 
formed the Chamber of Deputies 
Finance Commission in a report 
published yesterday. 

Flandin said France had spent 
$1.256,000,000 of the money to re- 
pair actual war damages. 


A recent cempilation showed that 
Germany had paid to all nations 
having claims @ total of $4,829,- 
000,000, but that Berlin contended

These estimates included both cash 
payments and payments in kind.

Clement Moret Points Out to Stock- 
holders Nation Is in Accord 
With United States.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—Complete con- 
fidence in the gold standard and a 
firm intention to maintain the franc 
on that basis was expressed by 
Gov. Clement Moret today at the 
annual stockholders meeting of the 
Bank of France. 

“We are firmly resolved to guar- 
antee free play of the gold stand- 
ard,” he stated. 
claimed our will to remain faithful 
to this principle in which the Amer- 
ican and French Governments act- 
ing in accord, have declared their 
belief." He indicated the bank’s 
share in the $100,000,000 credit to 
Germany, due Feb. 4, would be re- 
newed.

Dur- 
ing 1931 the bank's gold holdings 
increased to 15,000,000,000 francs 
and the gold coverage from 53 per 
cent to 60 per cent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The 
American Federation of Labor es- 
timated yesterday that the army of 
unemployed had risen Jan. 1 to @ 
new hich level of 8.300.000. 

“Ever since October,” said a 
statement by William Green, presi- 
dent of the federation, “unemploy- 
ment has been rising rapidly. Wine 
ter lay-offs on farms have cost the 
jobs of about 1,250,000 wage earne- 
ers, and some 1,100,000 more have 
been laid off in industry and sale 
aried positions. 

“January and February are 
usually peak months of unemploy- 
ment, but relief needs will continue 
at unprecedented levels throughout, 
With relief provision totally inadee 
quate for even the winter months, 
we must look ahead now to the 
needs of the year. Only thus can 
we prevent a fearful toll of human 
wreckage. A conservative estimate 
places the probable unemployment 
for 1932 between six and seven mil- 
lion as an average. It will cost 
between $3.500,000,000 and $5,700,< 
000,000 to feed, clothe and house 
the unemployed even at bare sube 
sistence levels. 

“Already we are hearing from 
bankrupt cities and towns reports 
of unprecedented suffering they 
cannot meet. Some are not even 
paying their schoo] teachers. Come 
munity chests, after a vailant ef- 
fort to collect funds from private 
sources, report their funds inade- 
quate; the need is four times that 
of 1928, their funds only 25 per 
cent more. Isolated industrial sece 
tions outside the cities—coal fielda, 
textile mill villages—have no re- 
sources outside their industry to 
cope with their problem. Even 
large cities are not meeting their 
relief needs. ‘Thus the responsibil- 
ity of caring for those out of work 
is thrown back on their relatives, 


friends and neighbors, who can 
léast afford to give of their own 
meager incomes. This burden, add- 
ed to wage cuts and part time 
work, reduces our living standards 
to the point of poverty in millions 
of homes.

League of Nations issue until the people of the United 
States have had a chance to see the League in action 
long enough to satisfy themselves that such a course 
is wise. Says the former Secretary of War: 

I would not take the United States into the 
League if I had the power to do so, until there is 
an informed and convinced majority sentiment in 
favor of that action in the United States. 

I am not in favor of a plank in the Democratic 
national platform urging our joining the League. 
I think it would be a great mistake to make a 
partisan issue of the matter. . 

I think we will go into the League some day, 
and I think we ought to. But I don’t think that 
we should take that action until the people of 
the United States have had a chance to see the 
League in action and to study its action enough 
to be fully satisfied as to the wisdom of such a 
course, | 

I dd not think the Democratic party should ad- 
vocate our entrance into the League just because 
Woodrow Wilson favored it. On the other hand, 
I do not think that the Republican party ought to 
be for or against the League for any like reason. 


We are afraid that this is hardly the Newton D. 
Baker the country has had in mind as a presidential 
possibility above the usual type. The le of the 
United States have had a decade in which to realize 
that the League of Nations can never become that sta- 
bilizing and peace-making power it should be as long 
as the United States stays out of it. There is no 
truer commentary upon our refusal to go in than that 
of Stanley Baldwin, the fotmer English Premier, who

It is not for us to cajole or advise the United 
States to get into <he League of Nations, yet I 
tell you that everf International problem since 
the Versailles Tredty has been made imponder- 
ably more difficult Because, of the absence of the 
United States from the League. 


After witnessing the courage of Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, who is outspoken for our adherence to 
the League, the World Court and the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, it is profoundly disappointing 
to hear Mr. Baker say that this is not a good time 
for us to go into the League and he would not put 
us in if he could. Upon the contrary, this is exactly 
the time when we should go in. We cannot retrieve 
the consequences of having stayed out so long, but we 
can save the world from further disaster. The League 
of Nations is more important than the Democratic 
party. If the party is so cowardly that it will give 
its own fortunes precedence over the fortunes of men 
everywhere, even in our own country, it is too con- 
temptible to live. 

Mr. Baker says he is not a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination, but it looks as if he might have 
expectations in that direction. In the Democratic 
national convention of 1924 he pleaded with his 
party not to abandon the only great cause it has ever 
espoused since the time of Cleveland. What, then, 
can account for his own desertion of that cause except 
to believe that, like all the rest, he has put political 
expediency ahead of the welfare of nations and the 
peace of a world heartsick of war?

There is to be held at Geneva next February, 
under the auspices of the League of Nations, the 
fifat general disarmament confereitce. It will 
deal with the land, sea and air armaments of all 
the nations. The alternative to the success of 
this fateful conference, Viscount Cecil has said, 
‘ts too sinister for any man or woman of good 
sense and good will to contemplate.” In the 
view of official Washington, the outlook for suc- 
cess is not bright. Can anyone doubt that it 
would be immeasurably better if the United 

_ States were in the League, and not out of it? 

France demands additional treaty “security” 
‘before she will consent to any material reduction 
in her armament. This we have declined to grant. 
We have even refused to enter into a mild pact 
calling for “consultation” if war threatens in the 
Atlantic. France’s demand is the great stumbling 
block in the way of success at Geneva. There 
is ground for her thesis, We may feel that ours 
is the better one—that security will follow re- 
duction of armament—but we have got to admit 
the logic in the French position. There would be 
no logic in it if we were a member of the League. 

If the United States, richest and strongest of 
the nations, were in the League, Article XVI of 
the Covenant—the sanctions article—would mean 
something. As -it is, the article has small virtue, 
perhaps none. Certainly the members of the 
League will hesitate to coerce a covenant-break- 
ing state so long as the United States remains on 
the outside. This was plainly shown in a memo- 
randum of the British Government i!n’1925, in 
which it was stated that any effort to enforce 
sanctions would put upon Britain the responsi- 
bility of cutting maritime communications be- 
tween the offending nation and the United States. 
In view of the historic American doctrine of the 
freedom of the seas, this course would involve a 
risk of conflict with the United States which the 
British Government, said its memorandum, did 
not care to assume. 

The international police club placed in the Cov- 
enant by Article XVI was in effect taken out of 
it when the United States refused to join the 
League. But the chances of our being drawn into 
war have not been reduced. We have a finger 
in every big financial pie in the world, and be- 
cause of this fact we stand alert at the drum 
béats of war in any region. 


We agree with Mr. Baker that the people of the 
United States should be convinced of the wisdom of 
such a course before entering the League, but if they 
are not already convinced of it, they never will be. 
If the spectacle of an all but bankrupt world, groan- 
ing under its burden of armament, with business 
everywhere lying prostrate behind tariff walls, and 
the gaunt specter of anarchy stalking upon the hori- 
zon is not convincing, then nothing can be. If we 
are to let political expediency tell us when we are 
to go into the League, it will be a long time before 
the world can hope to see us assume our responsi- 
bility. 

It is this sort of thing that has made party labels 
in the United States meaningless. The parties have 
come to stand for virtually nothing but the offices. 
To get the offices they are willing to put the soft 
pedal upon anything they might believe, with the re- 
sult that their platforms are mere twaddle, to which 
neither they nor the people attach any importance. 
It is the business of leaders to lead, as it is the bust- 
ness of parties to set forth in their platforms causes 
upon which the judgment of the peaple is sought. To 
run, as Mr. Baker is doing, leaving the people to 
grope their own way in the dark, is not leadership.

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PROBLEMS OF SOFT COAL 


Bituminous coal mining has been called the “sick- 
est industry.” Operators have faced falling demand 
and scanty profits for several years. At their confer- 
ences last spring and last November, the industry's 
troubles were aired. Speakers told how oil, hydro- 
electric power and natural gas were narrowing coal’s 
ofice exclusive field. Now the coal workers’ unions 
are in convention at Indianapolis, likewise seeking a 
cure for this desperately ailing industry. Because 
production fell off 87,000,000 tons last year, it is 
pointed out, unemployment increased, until now 200,- 
000 miners are out of work and the remainder draw 
wages barely at or below the subsistence level. The 
six-hour day and five-day week are suggested reme- 
dies, and John L. Lewis, international president, is ex- 
pected, for the aid of destitute miners, to urge sup- 
port of the La Follette-Costigan $250,000,000 relief bill. 
When an industry is sick, appeal for Federal aid 
or regulation is inevitable. This has occurred with 
agriculture, oil, the railroads and shipping. Both soft 
coal operators and unions seriously consider such a 
step, and their cause gains strength by the Govern- 
ment’s new $2,000,000,000 project for helping other 
forms of business. Representative Kelly of Pennsylva- 
nia already has introduced in Congress a bill for 
bituminous coal marketing pools that would fix prices 
and sell the product under Federal supervision. The 
proposal of John D. A. Morrow, influential Pittsburg 
operator, at the conference last summer went even 
further. He would have the Government -close the 
smaller mines, encourage mergers among the larger 
concerns and take other action to curb overproduc- 
tion and eliminate the present savage competition. 
The industry’s wide distribution, over 26 states, and 
the large number of mihes, both union and non-union, 
has made agreement within the field hitherto impos- | 
sible. Conditions of wasteful production and pay 
so low that the West Virginia miners say they face 
the alternatives of “work and starve or strike and 
starve” make a reniedy imperative. Since the Goy- 
ernment has opened the Treasury to banks, railroads 
and allied projects, it will be difficult to refuse with 
consistency the pleas of this immense but gravely 
stricken industry. 
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CHILD LABOR IN MISSOURI. 


A gratifyingly sharp reduction im the extent of 
child labor in Missourf occurred during the decade 
from 1920 to 1930. The number of children in gain- 
ful occupations, between the ages of 10 and 15, in- 
clusive, dropped from 22,687 in 1920 to 14,296 in 1930, 
a reduction of 36.9 per cent, census figures show. The 
child workers constituted a trifle less than 1 per cent 
of all persons employed in the State in 1930. 

In the next age group, persons of 16 or 17 years, 
there were 43,310 employed in 1930, compared with 
65,218 in 1920. The reduction in labor of children 
and youths was a material social advance, made with- 
out interference with commercial and industria] prog: 
ress, for the total of workers of all ages showed a 
considerable gain in the decade. |

Just what does 
this mean? It is proposed that banks should 
lefid money more freely. Why haven't they 
been lending freely, and what has huppened 
that justifies them in altering their policy? 
One way to approach these questions is 
to begin by fixing in mind the chief rea- 
sons Why credit is so contracted. They 
are: first, that at the lower price levis, 
due to the world-wide deflation, it has been 
difficult if not impossible for many pro- 
ducers to earn fixed charges at the old 
costs of production: Therefore, there has 
been a scarcity of really solvent borrow- 
ers. Second, the ehormots number of bank 
failures has frightened depositors, and sol- 
vent bankers have to keep great quantities 


‘of cash or its équivalent on hand ready to 


pay out on demand from depositors. Third, 
the great deficits in government accounts. 
Federal, state and municipal, have meant 
that, unless a policy of bold retrenchment 
and bold taxation was adopted, the Gov- 
ernment would have to force masses of 
bonds upon the banks which would then, 
in order to remain liquid, have to sell 
other securities. Fourth, the banks have 
had to stand ready to give up gold without 
hesitation to foreigners who had money on 
deposit in America.
